In the past deeade there has bi‘en a measurable 
ehange in the wasteful ami eruel attitude wbieli was 
otiee a eiunnion one. that severely' himdieapped 
jieojde should only lie regardeil as suhjeets for pnU- 
lie or private eliarity. 

In (In* past in years more than two and a half 
tn ill ion Iiandifapja^d workers have loeated jobs 
tfirtnigh piiblii* i*niployment ngeueies and many 
Ihousuinls mure have seeim*d work lliimngfj [udvate 
ageiieies, Kniiiloyers, edueated tbnmgfi tfie work of 
the Presiileiit 's rommitff*e ami other organizations, 
to the point where they weri* willing to take a 
ehaiiee tm the himdieapped, f<mnd hntidieapped 
workers to have eKeejit ional rerords for eooperative- 
ness ami th^pendabilify. 

We state ibis with a feeling of plea.su n* and 
sat isfaelitm for what has bi^en done. Ilowevf'r, we 
mimt immediiiti'ly follow with the stats-menl tliat 
Mieri' is still a treimmdous job left to be done. It is 
estiiiuited that there are at least two million more 
disabled pi'rsmis here in the rnited State,s alone, 
who eon Id find a useful place in the national econ- 
omy if only given an opjmrttiniiy. 

We urge tuir lomd nuioii oflieers and meinhers 
ev4*ry\vhi*re to extend a helfiing hand — to give a 
handieapped worker an opfiort unity for a job vviien- 
ever yon enm Wlnii some of them ean do in spite 
of llieir fumdieapK may amaze you. For example, 
a jonriieyman wi reman who reemitly biwaiin* totally 
blind is suei*essfully wiring bouses in Santa Ana. 
<*altfonna. through the joint faith and eiieourage- 
inent of Ij.U. Ml and the loeal I'ontraelors.

More on ^^Right-lo-Work^' 

The Pittsburgh (luilral Labor riiiou recently 
nw arcled a $Lf()0 seholarsiiip to a young boy, Leo 
rzahan, dr. for a vriniiing essay on “Why Does Or- 
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LjUkvi' Opposo Riglst-to-AVork 
A significant scrjlciice in flic essay was tins one: 
Every iiitelligejit person slmiild liave realizeti 
tlie clanger in the ' riglit-to^work' laws but I fear the 
Atnericaii people are living too luxuriously to iook 
into tins disastrous movement,*' 

A high scliool boy has put liis finger stpiarely on 
a fact that many people, oldej' and presumably 
wiser, have failed to note. Perhaps, however, they 
(and we refer to the citizens of the ‘*Uighr-to- 
Work’' Htates) may have tins fact brouglit home to 
them ratinU' f<u'cibly, 

Tlie Office of business Ei-onomies of the l)eparl- 
ment of (’ommeree has again eomplf^eil a survey of 
total and jier capita ineome statistics for the 4H 
states. Their records show tliat the majority of the 
IS Riglit-to-Work *' states made a poorm- percent* 
age of gain in both eategorics iliaii did tlic majority 
of tlie free slates. Tins new evidence i)i-nves coii- 
elusively that the states with tlie anti-labor law are 
genirrally falling htdiind in flie economic rac^e. 

So, with collective bargaining etirtailed, and in- 
cj‘ease of runaway sfiops to Right-to-Work '' states 
HO that their owners may pay hnver wages, p(U'liafvs 
S4jme of our citizens will soon begin living so much less 
'luxuriously’* that they will see the "folly of tfudr 
ways” and the vieiousness of ''Riglit-toAVork” 
laws.

Wi- Indie ve all this ta be very true and we believe 
a lot of anti-lab(U' pi^iqde have fonml it to be true 
likewise, and liave used the knowledge to great 
advantage. TInw came near sheer genius when 
they }>roposed tile monicker " Kiglit-to-Work” to 
gdve an air of resi>eetability'--nHUc limn that, 
luitriotism and democracy, to a vicious, despicable 
law designed unly to destroy unions ami give all 
wc>rkfu^s the “rigtit to work for no thing,** 

Put the term is hard to fight, llir. ('harlesfon 
(rffzetlf of West Virginia brongiit up this subject in 
a recent article and made a rather praetical sug- 
gestion, It was that union peiqdt^ might fight hack 
with higli-son riding names of their own. This pa pin* 
states : 

“Closed slio]) coidractH might henceforth be called 


* mot lierhood pacts.* Picket lines might be labeled 

* freedom parades*.* * 

Tills might not be a bad idea. The anti-laborites 
might find it eiJibarrasHiiig to (‘ondenm actions bear- 
ing labels like “motherhood” and “freedoin/* 

The (htzf^tte points (uit that it might be well to 
work ill tlie ] ill r ase “rigiit to ejit” somewhere too, 

AVelh jiart of this comment is facetious. But soim* 
of ii may well be taken to heart. At least we urge 
our people to learn more about their imiou.s, about 
the beufdits of luiiouism and about what can haiq>en 
t(^ wages and working e<mditions when workers are 
dcqndvi'd of unions. Learu the words tlmt tell the 
miiou stoi'v. Then go forth ami tell it sfj lliai your 
friends, ymir neighbors ami Mr. and Mrs, dolui tj, 
Publie will get a glimpse of the other side, the union 
side of the picture. 


Testimony 

There has been mueli s^iid in tin- newspapers of 
our nation over the past few moiitlis, s]>arked ehietlv 
by tlvc current Senate in vest igat ions inhv the labor- 
management fiehl — and most of it has been detri- 
mental to organized labor. 

However, tlnwe have been many eoinments by 
prominent persons, experts in their partieular field, 
which never made the newspapers, let alone the 
from pages. Here are just a few of them. 

Senator doliit h\ Kmiuedy of M;issaehu.setts, a 
member of the Senate Investigating Ponimittee: 

“There are roughly lialf a tniUioii local union 
officials in this country, another half a million busi- 
ness agents, lawyers and other paRl officials, and 
aumlier 7 j 0,000 slioji stewards and *Uhers employed 
in serving the labor inovement, ttf tliese nearly two 
mil I ion labor leaders, our commiiiee has neither 
investigated nor received complaints about more 
than the tiniest fraction — cousideiably less than 
1/I(l0tli of t [lercent,** 

And lit we is a eomnient from a member of the 
super-wealthy DuPont family which has powerful 
holdings in General Motors and other fields. Miss 
Ethel B. duPont : 

“Everyone knows of tlishonesty among American 
(jtditiciaiis and even among cfnireh officers, but most 
(d‘ us art» too sensible to coiulemn govtu-iuiicnt and 
ehureli as a whole for the fault of a few . , . 

“I have found tiuil tlie [>ro portion of honest and 
unselfish labor leatbws enmpare,s favorably with the 
|)roportion in industry, business and polities." 

These are just two samples from h mid reds of 
comments made hy thinking, respected segimuits of 
the American public, including persons from the 
fields of business, government, (education and 
religion. 

As we slated before, they are not the kind of 
sensational eoinments which make headlines, but 
they are lu^vert ludt^s.H In-artening to all of us in 
organized lal>oi% as t nit side teslimony to what we 
know to be justiee and truth.

of a petition in its case. 

Of all the unethical propaganda 
and vicious falsehoods hurled by the 
anti -labor forces throughout the coun- 
try these days, the one published in 
the editorial of the July 26* 1957 edi- 
tion of the fL S\ niiff WffHd 

Rejtorf (page 1-12) seems to top them 
all. The editor of this magazine, 
David Lawrence, in commenting on 
labor unions in politics said. “But 
employes are forced to sacrifice their 
beliefs as the price of a job,” Can it 
be that such unfounded falsehoods 
also come undcu' the heading of free 
speech ? 

In accordance with our Rrothei^- 
hood Constitution, under “Parliamen- 
tary Rules*” p, 48, there are explicit 
i-ules* obviously intended to be easily 
and readily understood by all mem- 
bers. Par. 2 distinctly outlines a pro- 
cedure which is apparently the key 
to rapid conapletirm of the business at 
hand with the oveiall assuslance and 
suggestions of all members present, 
rather than the confu.sion that can 
result from a jiractice of continually 
allowing the meeting to be prolonged 
by failing to keejj ambitious member.s 
within the specified “possession of the 
floor.” This could very well be the 
primary cause of reducing the at- 
tendance at all regular meetings. 

Looks as if the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturer.s and its 
“closed" shop of corporations are tak- 


ing full advantage of this “modern” 
version of free enterprise. Accusa- 
tions with verifications of lawless 
profiteering are rampant, far and 
wdde. As Senator Kefauver puts it* 
“within a broad area of the economy, 
prices are set, not automatically by 
the unseen hand of competition, as 
are the prices of wheat and hogs, but 
by the conscious and deliberate ac- 
tions of corporate managers who have 
the power to set prices at various 
levels." 

Drew Pearson gives us a hot tip 
cm how to draw down Sf>,428 a year 
without spending a nickle — not even 
carfare or gas to work. In his column 
of July 10* 1957 he savs. “If you in- 
vested in U. S. Steel in 1947 

you %vill find its value today ha.s shot 
up to $61,506. During that same 10- 
year period, it paid dividends nf 
$12,774. Thus the income and the 
value added together total $74,280. 
If you deduct your original invest- 
ment of $10*000, you received a profit 
during the 10-year period of $64,280. 
He also telKs us in previous articles of 
tax write-offs by Trea.sury Secretary 
Huinphrey of $815,000*000 for the 
National Steel Company and $111*- 
000,000 for Humphrey's Canadian Ore 
Com pa ny. 

Some of our leading expert.'? seem 
to encounter extreme difiiculty in at- 
tianpting to evaluate our current eco- 
nomic plight* a condition where the 
present consumer price index is 119.6 
percent of the 1947-4fi average with 
an inflationary spiral that is appar- 
ently evident, although a vast major- 
ity of the .American public seems 
more indifferent to the nation-wide 
inflation alert than at any time since 
1929. 

Still other experts seem to sense 
an abnormal condition whereby the 
proverbial “trickle through" seems, 
by some mysterious method* to re- 
main just high enough to create a 
sort of synthetic prosperity that* ap- 
parently, acts as proof of the present 
claims of exuberant prosperity while 
the vested interests are busy as bees 
at their old craft of using their vast 
financial resources and Congiessional 
lobbyists to ride roughshod over all 
obstacles and, in defiance of Execu- 
tive and Congressional pleas, finan- 
cially crush or subdue with a modify 
operand f a la Hoover “Rugged Indi- 
vidualism." .And although a stable 
economy — the natural deterrent to 
national suicide'- — is to theii* advan- 
tage as well as that of the masses, 
their warped .sense of national preser- 
vation seems motivated by a reckless* 
all-out code of “Economic Stability 
Be Damned.” 

In conclusion, it seems only logical 
to assume that unless this vast in- 
different majority of the public makes 
an honest effort to shake off the spell 
that is fast reaching the proportions 
of a popularity complex and, like 
normal human beings, show natural

With the establishment of daily trips 


between Detroit, Michigan and Cleve- 
land, Ohio by the “S*S* Atiuanima,’* 
came the fulfil Imeiit of a dream hy 
many people here in .Muskegon— a 
dream that some day a great ship 
would be built and would call I he 
Port City her home* 

The *VS.S. Aquarama** is the latest 
and most modern cruise ship afloat on 
the great lakes toiluy* *\Iany watchefl 
the hull of this giant ship as she was 
brought to berth at the <!ock in .Mus- 
kegon Lake ami wondmed about her 
future* Gradually during the months 
that followed she blossomed forth int<» 
a modernistic thing of beauty* 

All the work on the Aquarama'’ 
was done hy the regular construction 
craft unions of the .Muskegon area 
such as the Plumlx^rs and Fitters, 
Carpenters, Tile Layers, Boilimrniik- 
ers, Ironworkei^, Riggers, and Sheet 
Metal Workers and of course the 
Electricians who were members of 
inside Local 275 LB.E.W* Hegular 
construction scale was paid for the 
work done on the ship and ail over- 
time wa*s paid at the double time rate 
for electricians, 

Jones Electric of Muskegon had 
the contract for the electrical work on 
the ship and employed a crow of from 
15 to 35 Electricians during the time 
of construction.

Chides Local Members 
For Falling to Vote 

L. It. Ml SANTA ANA. CALIR— 

It's been a long, long time since weVe 


put our thoughts on these pages. Lots 
of news has piled up. Some good, 
some not-so-goorl, and some apathetic. 

The apathetic is the most pathetic. 
In June we held our biennial election 
of ofilcen?. Out of a possible 700 eli- 
gible votei’s, only 2t10 troubled to reg- 
ister their choices. For those who 
voted for us winners, w^o thunk you. 
For those who voted for the opposing 
candidates we thank you also. You 
have kept alive the spirit of omnpoti- 
tion and democraUc ideals LliaL builds 
good healthy unionH from within. But 
for the apathetic who cares not w^ho 
manages his uniorrs afTairs, shame, 
shame on you. Unwittingly you ai-e 
laying out the vvelcome maU for the 
wrong kimi of union labor leaders^ — 
those who while derinitely in the 
minority are causing so much trouble 
for all organtiieii labor today. 

Our locaLs bislory for this year 
tells us that the usual early spring 
upswing in construction got bogged 
down somewhere in the hayous. Some 
of our local Brothers suffered inter- 
mittent unemployment. Many of our 
traveling Brothci*s left us in search 
of more prosperous areas. But along 
in May the orders for men began 
piling up and we “enjoytHr' some 
shortJiges. At p^i^sent, here in the la.st 
week of July, everyone is working 
and some big jobs are in prospect. 
Looks like ji good fall and winter 
ahead. 

The not-so-good picture that needs 
no framing b the current strikes of 
the Hod Carriers, Shectmetal Work- 
ers, and the Plumbers. So fnr none 


of us are "hurtin” from shutdowns 
due to the nearly month old strikeit. 
But could be, .As we undersland it 
the issue of the Hod C4irriers and 
Shectmetal Workers is strictly one of 
more cash on the pay checks. But the 
Plumbers are locked in a struggle to 
defeat managements insistence of the 
"fi^e inovement of men” clause in 
their agreement, a clause which is in- 
tended to weaken the local unions. 

Fei'guaon and Co, and our negotiat- 
ing Committee managed to beat down 
the NECA's attempt to take our foix'- 
men out of the bargaining unit. This 
was another of a multitude of varia- 
tions aimed at undermining the local 
unions. However, the commiltee at 
the final sound of the gong came up 
with one of the finest contracts ever 
concluded in this area. It includes a 
flat 30-cent hourly increase, a more 
elaatic tool list, a one-year contract, 
and other benefits. We lost nothing, 
and no fringe benefits are included in 
our now $3.90 hourly rate. 

In April our Brothers by an over- 
whelming majority voted to increase 
their monthly dues from ?9 to $10, 
This would not be news were it not 
for the fact that this is the first dues 
raise for LI' 441 in over years, 
and in .spite of the skyrocketing costs 
of doing business in the past five 
years. This certainly speaks well of 
Brother Ferguson's honest and effi- 
cient management of our local union’s 
alTuirs since he took office some five 
and one-half yeiira ago.

There is 
no 1 %‘alization that membership par* 
tidpation will yield results and in 
many eases, this has been proved to 
lie all too true. 

We are not making excuses for 
those members w'ho are too lazy or 
don't understand the im[H>rtance of 
attending meetings.

But we also kmw that we will never 
get full participation until we con- 
vince every member that his presence 
means something. Ixical union offi- 
cials should make a special cfToil to 
provide for and encouj-age the broad- 
est participation and discussion of 
every motion^ proposal and demand.

Describes Progress of 
Arbitration Cases 

I,, r. 1499. {’HKI,SK.\, M.VSS — If 

any of them survive the heat wave 
we are experiencing here in Massa- 
ehusidts, the fol having men will shape 
the futiiio of Local Mlfii for the next 
two y(*ars: Business Agent T, Ker- 

ri ns, President R. Silva, Vice Presi- 
dent J, Mastrangeln, Finaneial StK* ro- 
tary V, O'Callaghan, Treasurer P. 
Smallwood, Hecording Secretary L. 
Caiipola, and Executive nitlcers, Col- 
lier and Spence. 

i have held this report off hoping 
to get the awards on three arbitra- 
tion cases that are pending. So fur 
only one award has heen received, 
that coneerning what has lieen lal»ele<l 
‘'the in per cent cleal/' As a J*esult of 
this award the wfigi- elause of our 
contract will he reo|jened for negotia- 
tion. 

This “10 percent (b^ir‘ was a ten 
pi'ceent wage increasi' gi'anti'd to a 
giotip of workers in this bargaining 
unit, w’hich abrogated the complete 
w*age structure of the eontract. This 
inei'ease, it should lie exidained, was 
granted hy the twnpany without prior 
consultation with the union. By this 
decision the com puny set one classifi- 
ration so far aiJai‘t fiom lht» rest of 
the labor grades I hat the union was 
foiwl to protest. The a rbi trillion 
aw'ard found that while the com- 
[mny's action did not rescind the con- 
LnuH it did distort the wage structure 
to such an extent that renegotiation 
of that clause would lie justified. 

The other two arbitration cases 
eoncern discharges w^hich the union 
has pit5tested. They will probably he 
submitted in one package and lie 
eovei'isi by one award. 

Organized Labor culminated an 
arduous and bitterly-fought campaign 
with victoi7 in the defeat of the 
snluK tux propOHul, here in Massu- 
chust'tts. The sales tax was proposed 
by the Governor, a Democrat, and 
was offered as a solution to the 
"financial niess“ he had inherited 
from his Repuhlican predecessoi’s. 
The newspapers were sympathetic to 
the Governor, even to the ]>oint of 


acknowledging the "financial mess," 
but waged a counteroffeiisive against 
labor’s efforts to defeat the measure. 
The Demwrats were placed in tin- 
painful position of supporting their 
own man on an ill-favored bill or de- 
feating his own bill, ft is probably 
the first time in tmlitieal history that 
the politicians judged a hill by its 
own merits. 

With elections over, the attendiinct^ 
at the 1 ‘egular ineeiings has ilinpiied 
back to the usual hanilful. If it 
doesn’t improve someone will have 
to move for an increa,se in dues, that 
ulwiiys brings then* back. Of course, 
the windstorms that blow up at some 
of these meeting.^ have a discourag- 
ing effect on the attend mice. This 
leaels me to make the suggestion that 
if the President were allowed to ap- 
ply the gavel to things other than 
the podium the windstorms may cease. 
It’s a possibility,
